Instead, the revelation that the trees in 
the southern half of the park would be cut 
down may have caused even more op­ 
position to the line. 
Recognizing the opposition to the line, 
Irvin promised that the firm would review 
its plans to see if the trees could be saved. 
The park issue was raised by Coun- 


cilwoman Mary Doggett, who also chairs 
the chamber’s Betterment Committee. 
Our first concern was with the view along 
Malone Avenue, she said, with another line 
of utility poles along the tracks. 
Then the committee discovered the plans 
for the park. 
"The city can’t stop them( from cutting 
the trees), because they’re on railroad 
right-of-way,’’ she said. 
In fact, the whole park is owned by the 
railroad. 
"They’ve given us the right to mow it,” 
City Manager Charles Church explained. 
Chamber members expressed surprise; 
most had thought the city owned the park. 
The transmission line will replace an 
aging 30,000 transmission line which 
meanders through the northern part of 
Sikeston, Irvin said. 
Construction on the project is expected to 
start soon. It will take about four weeks to 
complete the work in Sikeston, and another 
one or two months to run the new lines to 
Morehouse. 


The new line will follow Malone Avenue 
from the Moore Avenue substation to 
Morehouse The current line wanders from 
the Moore Avenue substation to Jaycee 
Street where it then follows Highway 114 to 
Morehouse. 
Irvin listed the advantages of the new 
line; It will be more reliable than the old 
line and will carry an increased electrical 
load. It will use new slim profile poles with 
short arms instead of long crossbars. 
The current line needs braces and guide 
wires every time it turns a comer and it 
runs through many more trees than will 
have to be cut at the park, he added 
“The Mo-Pac route is ideal from an 
engineering standpoint,” Irvin explained 
More reliability and an increased load 
capacity will be needed for the new Him- 
milberger-Harrison plant being built in 
Morehouse, he said. 
The Sikeston Board of Municipal Utilities 
had planned to string their power lines 
along the same poles, called underbuilding, 
once the new line was constructed But not 


anymore. 
E.R. "Dick” Inman, director, said he was 
all in favor of underbuilding the line until he 
discovered the route would run through the 
park. 
At least one tree, an American Elm on the 
west side of the park and perhaps others 
will ha ve to be removed and the row of Pin 
Oak trees will have to have their south side 
trimmed extensively, Inman said, adding 
that the city will be the one that has to do the 
trimming.

TH E $6,680 G ESTU RE 
President Carter’s insistence that he pay $6,000 in 1976 
income taxes even though, technically, he owed nothing 
as all was a laudable gesture. 
But as a practical matter, the President had little 
choice. Imagine the outcry once it became known that 
the President’s tax liability for 1976 (on an income of 
nearly $55,000) was exactly zero. 
Had he not been in politics. Carter probably would 
have done as would the rest of us - paid no income tax. 
And rightfully so. For his entire tax liability for the year 
($11,675) was more than offset by a $20,865 investment 
tax credit on new equipment for the family peanut 
warehouse in Plains, Ga. 
Carter’s $6,000 gesture is actually another reminder 
that there still are too many ways - all of them legal - in 
which an affluent individual can avoid paying federal 
income taxes. 
Congress did amend the tax code last year to impose a 
minimum tax in areas previously exempt from taxation. 
But it did not go all the way in this field. 
Obviously, there is work still to be done. No set of 
deductions or exemptions should be permitted which 
aUow high income individuals to escape paying at least a 
minimum tax to Uncle Sam.

Access To Legal Aid In Prisons 
The U.S. Supreme Court’s 
ruling that law libraries and 
legal help must be available to 
prisoners 
seeking 
freedom 
assured their continued access 
to the courts 
Observers have seen in those 
decisions a tendency by the high 
court to restrict access to the 
narrowest possible grounds. So, 
H is important that a majority of 
the court argued in this instance 
for a broadening of access. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, who 
wrote the opinion for the six- 
member majority, emphasized 
that there is also a series of 
precedents 
for 
expanding 
prisoners’ rights And what the 


court has done is simply to set 
minimum standards for legal 
resources 
which 
should 
be 
available to the prisoners. The 
ruling requires that each prison 
system should have a law 
library for inmates to use, or 
provide assistance in the person 
of a lawyer or legal air. 
Such requirements are not 
excessive, and even more im­ 
portantly prison walls should not 
bar a person’s access to the 
American system of justice.

Bureau, 
there were 
54,729 juveniles in facilities for 
deliquents. Three years lator the 
number had gone to 44,922. News 
accounts we have seen do not 
cite any. LEAA speculation as to 
the probable reasons for this 
large decline. Nor is anything 
reported as to why, with so 
many fewer held in detention 
centers and other facilities, the 
costs rose so dramatically, from 
$409,000,000 
in 
1971 
to 
$483,000,000 in 1974. This figures 
out to $6989 apiece in 1970, and 
that rose to a whopping $10,339 
by 1974. 
Reasons for this aside, there is 
one thing about which there can 
be no doubt: Society pays 
heavily for the conditions that 
give 
rise 
to 
juvenile 
delinquency. 
Some 
benefits 
accrue to society, but a large 
proportion of that outlay goes 
for little more than warehousing 
of youngsters who have gotten 
into trouble with the law. It all 
adds up to a strong argument for 
devoting more resources to 
identifying and dealing with the 
causes of deliquency, which in 
the end might require spending 
far less on correctional in­ 
stitutions. 
Another point can be made. 
There must surely be better 
ways of handling delinquents 
than institutionalizing them, and 
it appears likely that almost any 
alternative would be less ex­ 
pensive.

Perils of Population Growth

WASHINGTON - The final 
Armageddon will likely come, 
in the opinion of intelligence 
analysts, not from a nuclear 
holocaust but from the simple 
crush of people. 
No less than the National 
Security Council has labeled 
th e ru n aw ay p o p u latio n 
growth around the world as a 
‘th re a t to o u r n atio n al 
security." 
The council ca lle d for 
population reports last year 
from US. embassies in 77 coun­ 
tries. Their responses have now 
been summarized in a grim in­ 
telligence document. 
The study warns that the 
sheer mass of people already is 
beginning to stifle human life 
on this planet. Our am ­ 
bassadors report that under­ 
developed nations are running 
out of food to sustain their peo­ 
ple. Living costs are plunging 
these nations into debt until 
they are unable to finance their 
own survival. 
The human encroachment, 
like a plague of locusts, is also 
devastating the land. “A ma­ 
jority of our embassies in 
Africa. Asia and some in Latin 
America, report large pockets 
of declining agriculture pro­ 
ductivity due to widespread 
slash-and-bum farming, over- 
grazing and overcropping,” the 
study asserts. The cause: 
"population pressures.” 


The same warning is echoed 
in an Agriculture Dept, report 
which declares urgently that, 
unless the population explosion 
is contained, “there ultimately 
is no solution to the world food 
problem.” 
The population bomb, warns 
the intelligence study, will also 
produce a political explosion, 
in many countries, the UJS. em­ 
b a s s ie s p r e d ic t “ ris in g 
unemployment and under­ 
employment, with countless 
millions unable to eke out a liv­ 
ing in rural areas, jamming 
into already overcrow ded 
cities where living conditions 
for many are appalling." 
This “can only spawn social 
unrest with serious political 
and even potential strategic 
im p lic a tio n s,’’ the stu d y 
stream . By the year^lOM. for 
example, Mexico CRy may he 
the most populous urban area 
in the world. 
One expert fears there may 
be 60 million Mexicans fleeing 
across UJS. borders within the 
next generation to escape the 
overcrowding in Mexico. 
Yet there is “a widespread 
unawareneas of the economic 
facta of life,” states die report, 
“including wishful thinking 
that economic development 
will automatically resolve the 
population problem.” A dis­ 
turbing 62 per cent of the na­ 
tions have no population policy 


at all. 
The U.S. population policy, 
for that matter, consists of ship­ 
ping contraceptives abroad 
and supporting family plan­ 
ning programs. These efforts, 
contends the report, “will not 
help reduce population growth 
rates enough to avert a major 
disaster.” 
Nor is migration “the safety 
valve it once was for relieving 
population pressures,” adds the 
study. It will take “the commit­ 
ment of millions of dedicated 
people if mankind is to be 
spared disaster.” 
Footnote: Rep. Frederick 
Richmond, D.-N.Y., is leading a 
move in Congress to deal with 
the population problem. 
T e x a s Tals: The people 
who run nursing homes in 
Texas have made friends and 
influenced the right people 
from Austin to Washington. 
They appear to have a 
friend, for instance, in their 
governor. Dolph Briscoe, a 
wealthy ranch« now in the 
sta te h o u se , has re c e iv e d 
$13j000 in campaign money

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Solo launch next fo r shuttle 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. (AP) - The space 
shuttle Enterprise has made its highest and last piggyback test 
flight before a solo launch Aug. 12. 
Some “ nuisance problems" were reported during the craft’s 
hour-long flight Tuesday atop a Boeing 747, but National Aviation 
and Space Administration officials said everything was generally 
satisfactory. 
“ Absolutely nothing" developed during the final test to prevent 
the Enterprise from making it first free flight next month, said 
test flight manager Donald "Deke” Slayton, a former astronaut. 
Traveling 312 m .p.h., the 75-ton shuttle was lofted to an altitude 
of 28,660 feet, the highest so far, before 747 pilot Fitzhugh Fulton 
nosed the transport jet into a seven-degree dive for 4,-000 feet. 
It's at that point on Aug. 12 that seven explosive bolts holding 
the shuttle to the 747 will be fired, releasing the Enterprise for a 
five-minute free-flight glide. It will land on a 15,000-foot dry lake 
runway. 


Fever m ay have caused death 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Rocky Mountain spotted fever is beleived to 
have killed a Southern Illinois teen-ager, a spokesman for St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital said. 
Scott Lewis, 16, of Herrin, 111., died Sunday, shortly after he 
was admitted with symptoms of the disease, the spokeman said. 
Karol Brooks, 8, of Fredericktown, also was hospitalized 
Saturday with similar symptoms She was in fair condition 
Tuesday. 
An autopsy has been performed on Lewis to determine if he 
died of spotted fever The results are expected early next week. 
Illinois health officials have said three cases of the disease 
have been confirmed and several more suspected in Southern 
Illinois this summer. 
Herrin is in Williamson County about 200 miles southeast of St. 
Louis Fredericktown is about 100 miles south of St. Louis

Solo launch next for shuttle 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE RASE, Calif. (AP) - The apace 
shuttle Enterprise has made its highest and last piggyback test 
flight before a solo launch Aug. 12. 
Some “nuisance problems” were reported during the craft’s 
hour-long flight Tuesday atop a Boeing 747, but National Aviation 
and Space Administration officials said everything was generally 
satisfactory. 
“Absolutely nothing” developed during the final test to prevent 
the Enterprise from making it first free flight next month, said 
test flight manager Donald "Deke” Slayton, a former astronaut 
Traveling 312 m.p.h., the 75-ton shuttle was lofted to an altitude 
of 21,660 feet, the highest so far, before 747 pilot Fitzhugh Fulton 
nosed the transport jet into a seven-degree dive for4,-000 feet. 
It’s at that point on Aug. 12 that seven explosive bolts holding 
the shuttle to the 747 will be fired, releasing the Enterprise far a 
five-minute free-flight glide. It will land on a 15,000-foot dry lake 
runway.

streamline defense budget

There’s an easy, almost pain­ 
less way for President Carter 


to chop $9.7 billion out of the 
defense budget. He could shift 
the costs of retirement checks 


for current military pensioners 
out of the Pentagon budget 
But the cut would not de­ 


crease overall federal spending 
by one single penny. The an­ 
nual tab would be moved into 
the government’s income secur­ 
ity account, which includes So­ 
cial 
Security, 
welfare, 
food 
stamps, unemployment insur­ 
ance, civil service retirement 
and pensions paid by the Veter­ 
ans Administration. 
This accounting change is one 
of the steps now under consid­ 
eration in the Carter adminis­ 


tration's effort to make sense 
of the tangled way the govern­ 
ment 
accounts 
for 
federal 
workers' pensions. 
Taken together, the changes 
under consideration at the De­ 
fense Department and the Of­ 
fice of Management and Budget 
would make the rapidly rising 
costs of pensions more obvious 
in the budget. And they would, 
for the first time, make the 
true future costs of pensions

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visible by putting them into the 
federal spending plan. 
“ Our grandchildren are going 
to have to shoulder a pretty 
heavy burden,” said one offi­ 
cial of the pension costs “ We 
have to start writing down 
what our debts are." 
Carter promised during his 
campaign to cut billions from 
the defense budget, a pledge he 
has not thus far fulfilled By 
shifting current pension costs, 


Carter could, after a fashion, 
fulfill his promise. 
However, if all the changes 
were enacted, the Pentagon 
budget would increase. Esti­ 
mates of the increase range 
from $500 million to $4.2 billion,

The an­ 
nual tab woijld be moved into 
the g overnment’s income secur­ 
ity account, which includes So­ 
cial Security , welfare, food 
stamps, unemploy ment insur­ 
ance, civil service retirement 
and pensions paid by the Veter­ 
ans Administration. 
This accounting chang e is one 
of the steps now under consid­ 
eration in the Carter adminis- 
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tration’s effort to make sense 
of the tang led way the g overn­ 
ment accounts for federal 
workers’ pensions. 
Taken tog ether, die chang es 
under consideration at the De­ 
fense Department and die Of­ 
fice of Manag ement and Budg et 
would make the rapidly rising 
costs of pensions more obvious 
in the budg et And they would, 
for the first time, make the 
true future costs of pensions 


I v isible by pu tting them into the 
federal spending plan. 
“Ou r grandchildren are going 
to hav e to shou lder a pretty 
heav y bu rden,” said one offi­ 
cial of the pension costs. “We 
hav e to start writing down 
what ou r debts are.” 
Carter promised du ring his 
campaign to cu t billions from 
the defense bu dget, a pledge he 
has not thu s far fu lfilled. By 
shifting cu rrent pension costs, 


Carter cou ld, after a fashion, 
fu lfill his promise. 
Howev er, if all the changes 
were enacted, the Pentagon 
bu dget wou ld increase. Esti­ 
mates of the increase range 
from $500 million to $4.2 billion, 
depending on economic condi­ 
tions. 
Administration sou rces say 
an initial decision on most of 
the changes is ex pected within 
is month by Defense Secretary 
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‘Harold Brawn for the fiscal 
1070 budg et. 
No worker’s current or future 
pension would be increased or 
decreased by these chang es. 
“ These are really accounting 
and bookkeeping arrang ements 
that have little direct effect on 
spending ,” said one source. 
Shifting current retirement 
costs out of the defense budg et 
is the simplest of the possible 
¡chang es. 
Those who favor the chang e 
'say pay ing retirement checks 
i for former military personnel is 
not related to maintaining na­ 
tional security and should not 
be paid from the defense budg ­ 
et.

U.S. trade deficit 
hits record high 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation's trade deficit more than 
doubled in June to a record $2.8 
billion, the 13th deficit in a row, 
the government reported today. 
The United States sold $10.1 
billion in goods abroad, a de­ 
crease of about 3 per cent, 
while buying $12.9 billion in 
products from other countries, 
an increase of 11 per cent, the 
government said. 
That put the trade deficit for 
the month at $2.8 billion, a 
sharp rise from May’s $1.2 bil­ 
lion deficit, which was the 
smallest of the year. 
An increase in oil imports 
from $3.1 billion in May to $3.8 
billion in June accounted for 
much of the higher imports, the 
Commerce Department ?sid. 
In a speech in Bonn, Germa­ 
ny, today, Asst. Secretary of 
Commerce Frank Wheil, said 
the demand for high {»need for­ 
eign oil has upBet the U.S. 
trade account so much that “it 
could take us a decade or more 
to get hack into sustainable 
equilibrium.’’ 
Wheil told German business­ 
men in Bonn that the United 
States, as the world’s largest 
oil importer, will have to beai 


its fair share of trade deficits. 
Administration officials have 
said the continuing trade defi­ 
cits should not be cause for 
concern because it shows the 
United States is contributing to 
economic growth in the rest of 
the world. They have called on 
West Germany and Japan, 
among others, to also have 
trade deficits this year. 
However, 
Rep. 
Henry R. 
Reuss, D-Wis., chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, has 
said large deficits could lead to 
the depreciation of the U.S. dol­ 
lar in international money mar­ 
kets. 
In its trade report, the Com­ 
merce Department said another 
big contributor to the deficit 
was the increese of $258.7 mil­ 
lion in ifnports of machinery 
and transport equipment. Im­ 
ports in motor vehicles and 
parts rose by $118.2 million. 
The decline in exports was 
spread over a broad range of 
products. Crude materials ex­ 
ports declined by $157.3 mil­ 
lion; soybeans showed a par­ 
ticularly large loss at $275 mil­ 
lion. 
Exports of all food and live 
animals were down $86.3 mil­ 


lion, and mineral fuels and 
lubricants were down $51.9 mil­ 
lion, although coal exports in­ 
creased $8 million. 
Exports of machinery and 
transport equipment fell $114.6 
million, particularly because of 
fewer sales abroad of aircraft, 
spacecraft, and parte. 


The June figures brought the 
total trade deficit for the year 
to $12.6 billion, about double the 
$6 billion deficit recorded for 
all of last year. 


The string of deficits began 
with a $431 million trade deficit 
in June 1976 and grew to $1.7 
billion in January. In April the 
deficit reached its most recent 
record of $2.6 billion, before 
falling off to $1.2 billion in May. 
The administration is pre­ 
dicting a deficit of about $23 
billion to $25 billion for the 
year, entirely because of the oil 
purchases. 
The Treasury Department 
has said that without the oil im­ 
ports, the U.S. trade ledger 
would be in balance.

The new law, believ ed to be 
the mo st co mprehensiv e o f its 
kind in the natio n, g o es into ef­ 
fect nex t July 1 and will affect 
state, co unty and municipal 
emplo y es, including teachers.

A loophole in the new law,

loophole. Buxton said his office

CEDAR FALLS, Iowa (AP) 
- -The preaidentof a small design 
firm says it has invented a de­ 
vice that could save the nation 
millions of gallons of refined oil 
by extending the useful life of 
» fluids 300 per cent. 
Garth Hitffman, president of 
; Internationl Design and Devel­ 
opment of Cedar Falls, says 
process is essentially a simple 
one. 
Lines carrying the fluid are 
equipped with a venturi tube 
which makes the liquid move 
faster. The accelerated fluid 
strikes a barrier which, Huff­ 
man says, breaks down par­ 
ticles being carried by the 
fluid. 
Huffman says the the device 
will allow auto engines to go 
three times as long between 
changes as they now can. 
He estimates there are at 
least 200 million internal com­ 
bustion engines in the United 
States and that if each could 
get by with an oil change one- 
third as often as now recom­ 
mended, four billion quarts of 
refined oil per year could be 
saved.

"I’m not saying I’m against 
it i the study), but I would like 
to know where they’re going.

nounced the study, which will 
be conducted in two phases, by 
the University of Missouri-Co­ 
lumbia.

Nader 
alone Is responsible for many 
new federal laws, from auto 
safety to the Wholesale Meat 
Act. Often the laws — such as 
the regulation requiring seat 
belts — have been unpopular 
with and costly for tne very 
people they were designed to 
assist. 
Also, there is criticism of 
the single mindedness of con­ 
sumer advocates. When 
citizen croups lobbied for unit 
pricing labels on supermarket 
goods a few years ago, they 
were shown clearly that the 
labeling would be so confusing 
as to be worthless. They in­ 
sisted anvway. Today unit 
price labels are understood by 
practically no one. 
But the chief rap against the 
Nader-type forces is that they 
are arrogant to assume that 
they speak for the “public in­ 
terest."

The 
emerging idea is that only the 
consumer speaks for the con­ 
sumer, and in a legion of 
voices. 
Championing this idea is 
psychologist Joe Smith, 47. He 
is president of Oxtoby-Smith, 
Inc., consumer survey 
specialists since Ralph Nader 
was a pup. Smith’s pollsters 
have tapped the public mind 
on attitudes ranging from 
offshore oil to the frustrations 
of air travel “and I’ve learned 
one thing: the public usually 
arrives at sound decisions.” 


At times, the comumer 
decisions may parallel the 
thoughts of consumer ac­ 
tivists. When TWA worried 
about slow air business • few 
years ago, its officers con­ 
sidered installing new frills to 
lure passengers; after survey­ 
ing passengers, however, 
Smith found that ordinary on­ 
board luggage service — a 
Naderite solution — was far 
more necessary. 
Other times the consumer 
surveys are at loggerheads 
with activist philosophy. 
Smith tells of an extensive 
opinion sampling that in­ 
dicates East Coast residents 
favor offshore oil exploration. 
Smith says those polled have 
many arguments with the oil 
industry, especially as 
regards gouging, but 70 per 
cent vote for offshore drilling 
anyway. 
This positive offshore oil at­ 
titude is, of course, precisely 
opposite to what consumer ad­ 
vocates believe is the case.

EDINBURG. T c x ii - 
(N EA ) — L uis M iguel 
Castillo, age S3 but looking 
older, claims he is an alien in 
his own country. 
And apparently there are 
thousands like him. 
Castillo was born near 
Houston at a time when birth 
certificates were mostly an 
Anglo tradition. His parents 
did record his residence 
through church baptism, but 
the papers, if there were 
papers, were destroyed in a 
fire That fire also took the 
life of Castillo's mother His 
father died later in a road ac­ 
cident.

If Castillo's story is true, he 
is of course not an "illegal 
alien," but more properly a 
"legal illegal alien." He says 
he was bom here whether or 
not the government believes 
it. therefore rather than live 
in Mexico (where incidentally 
he is also not a citisen > he is 
forced to live in his homeland 
as an official intruder 
No one can say with certain­ 
ty how many people of Mex­ 
ican extraction share space 
with Luis Castillo in these cir­ 
cumstances. But a leading 
American immigration at­ 
torney, Laurier McDonald, 
says the number is high: he 
believes 10 per cent of the 
millions of illegal aliens in the 
U nited S t a t e s have a 
legitimate, if unrecognized, 
right to be here.

Survey declares Lincoln 


most attractive U.S. city 


OMAHA. Neb (AP) - The 
City of Lincoln, Neb., has been 
declared the most attractive of 
100 American cities surveyed 
by the Center for Applied Ur­ 
ban Research of the University 
of Nebraska at Omaha. 
The center selected 80 meas­ 
urable things relating to a 
city's economic, demographic 
and social environment and ap­ 
plied them to 100 major cities. 
The center concluded that 
considering all factors, Lincoln 
was the best 
Madison. Wis., ranked sec­ 
ond, Des Moines. Iowa, third 
and Omaha came in fourth 
Newark. N.J., came in last. 
The center ranked the cities 
by 
two 
methods, 
the 
first 
weighted each of the 80 factors 
equally, while the second meth­ 
od divided the factors into four 
generally 
categories, 
then 
weighted each category equal­ 
ly The four general categories 
were economic factors, 
de- 
mocraphic and environmental 
factors, crime factors and rec­ 
reation and education factors. 
By both methods, the top four 
and bottom, 
three rankings 
were the same. Other rankings 
varied. 
Dr Ralph Todd said his re­ 
search intended to provide a 
yardstick with which to com­ 
pare conditions in one city 
withthose in other cities. In 
doing that, he said, attitudes or 
opinions, 
subjective 
aspects 
that don’t lend themselves to 
measurement, weren’t used. 
Instead, Dr. Todd and his re­ 
searchers 
dealt 
with 
such 
things as per capita income, 
electricity 
rates, 
population 
density, divorces and numbers 
of books in a city’s library. 
It is Dr. Todd's contention 
that American cities have re­ 
ceived a “bad press,” and that 
the pessimism flowing from 
that has made it difficult to at­ 
tract industry and people into 
metropolitan areas. 
He is more optimistic, saying 
that “cities are today what 
they have always been — the 
centers of economic, social and 
cultural opportunity. They offer 
to the individual a wide variety 
of employment and educational 
opportunities, cultural and rec­ 
reational diversity, police and 
fire protection and a wide se­ 
lection of housing types and 
costs. 
un the other hand, the study 
showed, eight of the 10 lowest 
ranked cities are concentrated 
along the Atlantic Coast in New 
Jersey, New York and Mary­ 
land and in the industrial states 
of Michigan and Ohio. 
Dr. Todd said there doesn't 
seem to be a significant rela­ 
tionship between the population 
of the 100 cities and their rank­ 
ing. While five of the 10 cities 
in the top 10 are under 250,000, 
four of the 10 lowest-ranked 
cities also had populations of 
less than 250,000. 
There also doesn't seem to be 
a correlation between the year 
a city was founded and a city's 
over-all ranking, he said, al­ 
though he noted it did appear 
that the older a city is the less 
economically well off it is, and 
the younger a city, the better 


its economy 
“All of these conditions con­ 
tribute in varying degrees to 
the good life’. Industrial in­ 
vestors 
who demand lower 
costs, larger and more diver­ 
sified labor pools, readily avail­ 
able utilities, 
transportation, 
vocational and other education 
programs, as well as medical 
and hospital facilities, would 
normally find the best condition 
in the cities. Admittedly, not all 
our cities are equally success­ 
ful in meeting these needs of 
individuals and industry,” he 
said. 
For example, he said, Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., in 1973, had 
the highest per capita income 
($5,485) of the 100 major cities, 
w hile San Antonio had the low­ 
est ($2,892 ) 
Another example, he said is 
that in 1975 Lincoln had the 
least frequent number of rob­ 
beries per 100,000 population 
(at 47), while Detroit had the 
highest with 1,597 
Dr. Todd found that five of 
the 10 cities with the highest 
composite scores are in the 
Great Plains region of Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska and Iowa 
Five of the 10 are state capi­ 
tals. and five had 1975 popu­ 
lation of less than 250,000.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - The 
hot dry weather of the past 
week has caused the condition 
of most crops over the state to 
decline except for west-central 
counties which had moisture re­ 
serves, the Missouri Crop and 
Livestock 
Reporting Service 
said Monday. 
Soil moisture supplies were 
reported at 69 per cent short 
and 31 per cent adequate, com­ 
pared with 40 per cent short 
and 56 per cent adequate and 
four per cent surplus a week 
earlier. 
Crops in the northeast portion 
of the state were suffering most 
from the drought damage al­ 
though other northern, south­ 
western and southeastern coun­ 
ties are also becoming very 
dry, the service said. Crop 
damage from grasshoppers was 
reported in several northern 
counties. 
The report said six days were 
suitable for field work during 
the week. 
About 65 per cent 
of the Missouri soybean crop 
was reported in good condition 
or better 
Development was 
about two weeks ahead of last 
year and nine days ahead of 
normal. About 56 per cent of 
the 
soybeans were 
in 
the 
blooming stage or beyond and 
21 per cent were setting pods, 
compared with 34 per cent 
blooming last year and a nor­ 
mal of 38 per cent blooming. 
Corn conditions varied from 
poor to excellent with most of 
the poor corn in the northeast, 
the 
state 
service 
reported. 
About 90 per cent of the crop 
has silked two weeks ahead of 
last year’s 59 per cent and well 
ahead of the normal of 62 per 
cent, and 40 per cent of the 
corn is in the dough stage, also 
two weeks ahead of 1976 
Grain sorghum is 61 per cent 
headed, compared with the 13 
per cent last year by this date 
and well ahead of the 28 per 
cent normal. 
The second cutting of alfalfa 
is 91 per cent complete, a few 
days ahead of last year. About 
15 per cent of the third cutting 
of alfalfa is completed, about a 
week earlier than normal. 
Cotton was mostly in good 
condition with 79 per cent of 
the crop setting bolls. This is 
about two weeks ahead of nor­ 
mal, and sharply ahead of last 
year when only seven per cent 
was setting bolls. 
Pasture conditions continued 
to decline with 28 per cent 
rated poor, 44 per cent fair, 24 
per cent good and four per cent 
excellent. 
A majority of the pastures in 
the northern third of the state 
were reported in poor condi­ 
tion. Many farmers in that area 
are feeding hay or green chop 
to cattle, according to the serv­ 
ice report.

The blending of fact with fic­ 
tion to create a realistic novel 
is by no means a recent liter­ 
ary device. It’s been used for 
many years and probably will 
continue to be for many more. 
Usually novels of this sort 
come off rather well, probably 
because of the inherent ex­ 
citement of the factual material 
being used. David Morrell’s 
“ I^ast Reveille” is a novel of 
this type and it comes off bet­ 
ter than most .because it is 
more ambitious. Rather than 


weaving a fictional tapestry

Carter sees ‘glimmer of hope9 
for halting nuclear proliferation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Carter says there is now 
“a glimmer of hope” that the 
spread of atomic weapons can 
be limited, even though “every 
step is going to be a challenge 
in itself.” 


“Six or eight months ago 
there was a general feeling 
around the world that nothing 
could be done, that it was too 
late, that the atomic genie was 
out of the bottle and that no­ 
body could catch it to return it 
to captivity,” the President 
said. 


“But I believe there is a dif­ 
ferent feeling now, that there is 
a glimmer of hope that the 
proliferation of nations who 
have an explosive atomic de­ 
vice can be limited. Instead of 
having dozens of atomic na­ 
tions, I think the likelihood is 
we won’t have very many 
more.” 
Carter also said in an inter­ 
view that “I don’t know of any 
nation” which disagrees with 
his goal of total and orderly nu­ 
clear disarmament. 
The President said that the 
United States has “instituted a 
very strong program based on 
two simple principles: one is an 
adequate supply of nuclear fuel 
to be used for the production of 
power; the other one ... is strict 
control over nuclear wastes and 
the enriched uranium inventory 
to prevent a transfer into ex­ 
plosives.” 
Carter said he has received 
some Soviet and Chinese back­ 
ing for his goals of stopping the 
spread of nuclear weapons and, 
ultimately, eliminating them 
entirely. But he also said he 
hopes for even more coopera­ 
tion from the two Communist 
giants. 
He said the Soviet Union 
“has been very forthcoming so 
far” in support of proposals to 
control the use and develop- 


ment of nuclear fuels, tools and 
knowhow. 
He said he was disappointed 
by Moscow’s rejection of a pro­ 
posal for “a drastic reduction 
in 
atomic 
weaponry,” 
blit 
added, “It is still a very real 
goal for my administration.” 
Carter said the Chinese lead­ 
ers shared his goal of total nu­ 
clear disarmament He said he 
had discussed Peking’s views 
with Ambassador Huang Chen, 
chief of China’s liaison mission 
in Washington. 
The Chinese, Carter said, 
have a three-part approach to 
the issue: first, a world summit 
to discuss the subject; second, 
a pledge by nuclear nations 
against first-use of their weap­ 
ons; and third, the total elimi­ 
nation of nuclear weapons. 
"I think it is a good idea, a 
good approach” he said. “The 
first step obviously is to derive 
some agreement between our­ 
selves and the Soviet Union.” 
Carter 
said 
other 
nations 
“would be influenced heavily 
by what we do. We are pre­ 
pared today to stop all testing 
of nuclear devices, both weap­ 
ons and peaceful nuclear de­ 
vices, if the Soviets will agree. 
“I think we together are 
making some good progress on 
that subject. I think we will 
have a move toward the con­ 
straint on testing. Whether it is 
absolute, I don’t know, but we 
would be willing, fos a limited 
period of time, to stop all test­ 
ing, hoping that the other nu­ 
clear nations would join us 
after they see how well the pro­ 
hibition works between us and 
the Soviet Union." 
Discussing other aspects of 
nuclear policy in the Oval Of­ 
fice interview, Carter said: 
—His administration has not 
foreclosed the hope or possi­ 
bility of terminating the con­ 
tracts 
West 
Germany 
and 
France have signed to sell nu- 


clear-reprocessing 
plants 
to 
Brazil and Pakistan, giving 
these countries the capacity to 
extract plutonium from waste 
uranium fuel. (Plutonium, a 
man-made element, can be 
used for making bombs.) 
—He favors greatly strength­ 
ening the Vienna-based Inter­ 
national Atomic Energy Agency 
as a permanent world organ for 
nuclear supervision and con­ 
trol. 
—He would go along with ar­ 
rangements for swapping data 
with other nations on America’s 
uranium inventories and min­ 
ing extraction rates. But he 
ruled out any suggestion that 
there should be international 
ownership or control of U.S. 
uranium mines. . 
—He thinks that besides the 
five 
acknowledged 
nuclear 
weapons powers — the United 
States, Britain, France, the So­ 
viet Union and China — “there 
are some others that are not 
known.”

WATERBURY, Conn. (AP) 
— The man accused of mas- 
sacneing his foster brother’s 
family in Connecticut’s worst

Lome Acquin, a 27-year-old

He is charged with the m ur­ 
ders of Frederick Beaudoin’s 
wife, seven children and a 
niece. He is also charged with 
arson in connection with a fire

the family’s 
home in nearby Prospect. 
Attorney John Williams, who 
said he wants to be appointed a 
special public defender to rep­ 
resent Acquin, asked Superior 
Court Judge Francis O’Brien 
for the continuance because he 
had not seen the arrest w ar­ 
rant. 
The judge rejected a request 
by Asst. State’s Attorney Wal­ 
ter Scanlon for an increase in 
the bond from $250,000 to $1 
million. 
Williams, who has accused 
police of "gross misheavior” in 
the investigation, said Acquin 
will probably remain in custody 
because he will be unable to 
raise the bond.

A Carter embarrassment

WASHINGTON (N EA ) — President Carter's effort to re­ 
ward a controversial political supporter with a 850.000-a-vear 
job on a federal regulatory commission already has produced 
embarrassment in the White House and probably will lead to 
rejection of the nomination in the Senate. 
There has been previous Senate resistance to a handful of 
Carter nominees, but each of those cases involved substantive 
differences over public policy. The new case, however, 
represents the first time the personal integrity of a Carter 
nominee has been called into question. 
The focus of that little-publicized but fast-growing dispute is 
Donald L. Tucker, the autocratic Speaker of the House in the 
Florida legislature and the first Democratic officeholder in 
the state to endorse Carter prior to the crucial 1976 Florida 
presidential primary. 
On June 16. Carter nominated Tucker to be one of five 
members of the Civil Aeronautics Board, which regulates the 
nation’s aviation industry. But the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee, which must confirm the nomination, took no action on 
it for almost a month. 
At the request of Sen. Howard W. Cannon. D-Nev , chairman 
of the committee s aviation subcommittee, the full committee 
met in an extraordinary secret session on July 14 for the sole 
purpose of examining the results of the Federal Bureau »i 
Investigation probe of Tucker’s background 
When grim-faced committee members emerged from the 
70-minute meeting, they refused to discuss what transpired 
except to announce that they had scheduled a public hearing 
on the Tucker selection for Sept. 13. 
The Democratic-dominated Senate has quickly and routine 
ly approved almost all of Democrat Carter's previous 
nominations The requisite committee hearings invariably are 
cut-and-dried affairs, seldom lasting more than a few hours 
But the committee's highly unusual postponement of 
hearings for almost (wo months was the tipott to its reser­ 
vations about Tucker s integrity, as was a Miami newspaper 
report several days earlier that Cannon "has told some of his 
colleagues privately that he saw enough in the FB I reports to 
make him wonder why the White House is going through with 
the nomination " 
The content of the F B I reports remains secret, but 
numerous investigative stories in Florida's major newspapers 
in recent years raise serious questions about Tucker's ethics 
and conduct 
According to one account, a land development partnership 
in which Tucker was a member received preferential treat­ 
ment in obtaining a $200,000 bank loan in May 1975 while 
Tucker was maneuvering the Florida House into approving a 
previously stalled bill to permit branch banking 
Leading the lobbying for the legislation was the Florida 
Bankers Association, whose president at the time also was 
president of the bank which granted the disputed loan to 
Tucker's group 
Another newspaper story disclosed last autumn that Tucker 
had purchased for his new office in the State Capitol a $4 429 
desk and matching $4.002 credenza After that revelation. 
Tucker almost was defeated in his bid for reelection bv an un 
known Republican 
Tucker’s current financial statement indicates that he con 
verted to his personal use more than $70,000 collec ted at a 
political "appreciation dinner" last year - a practice legal in 
Florida but hardly reflective of the high ethical standards 
Carter repeatedly has insisted upon for ail federal officials. 
Members of the White House staff who normally are highly 
loyal to the President already are privately expresssing 
chagrin about the Tucker selection and are pointedly referring 
to it as "the President's nomination" to personalis repav u 
political debt 
The St Petersburg Times, one of Florida s most respected 
newspapers, summed up the case against Tucker in an 
editorial opposing his confirmation 
"Tucker has made 
himself a reputation in Tallahassee (the state capital> as a 
wheeler-dealer politician

High blood calcium

D EAR DR LAM B - I need 
your opinion and any informa­ 
tion you can give me What 
causes the parathyroid glands 
to malfunction and form an 
excess amount of calcium that 
flows into the blood stream9 
How harmful is this excess? It 
was suggested that all dairy 
products, liver, fish and 
v ita m in s A and D be 
eliminated from my diet. 
What can be done to avoid this 
excess calcium? 
D EA R R EA D ER - The 
parathyroid glands are on 
each side of the thyroid gland 
around your trachea (wind 
pipe) in your throat. The hor­ 
mone they form causes 
calcium to be mobilized from 
the bones and does increase 
the calcium content in the 
blood. The glands do not form 
calcium themselves. They 
work with vitamin D and your 
calciu m in take to help 
regulate your blood calcium 
level. 
Over active parathyroid 
glands produce too much hor­ 
mone that can m obilize 
calcium from your bones. 
That results in a high blood 
calcium and may cause your 
bones to fracture easily. Hie 
excess calcium may also 
cause kidney stones, and may 
increase the acid digestive 
juices from the stomach caus­ 
ing digestive complaints. This 
combination has led doctors to 
say the hyperparathyroid 
state is a disease of bones, 
stones and groans. 
Sometimes this overactivity 
is caused by some other dis­ 
ease in the body. Some forms 
of kidney disease and diseases 
that Interfere with the abeorp- 
tion of calcium from your 
digestive system are ex- 
amples of underlying diseases 
that may cause an over active 
parathyroid gland. 
Other cases are caused by a 
small tumor (rarely malig- 
r* 


nant) that causes over produc­ 
tion of the hormone. 
The id e a l tre a tm e n t 
depends upon the cause If 
there is a small tumor of the 
parathyroid glands the treat­ 
ment is surgical 
If the over activity is secon­ 
dary to another underlying 
disease the treatm ent is 
directed toward trying to cor­ 
rect that abnormality 
I am a bit puzzled by your 
dietary advice Cutting down 
your calcium intake will not 
help.

A Carter embarrassment

W A SH IN G T O N iN K A ) — President Carter's effort to re­ 
ward a controversial political supporter with a $50 OOO-a-year 
job on a federal regulatory commission already has produced 
embarrassment in the White House and probably will lead to 
rejection of the nomination in the Senate 
There has been previous Senate resistance to a handful of 
Carter nominees but each of those cases involved substantive 
differences over public policy 
The new case 
however 
represents the first time the personal integrity ol a Carter 
nominee has been called into question 
The focus of that little-publicized but fast-growing dispute is 
Donald L Tucker, the autocratic Speaker of the House in the 
Florida legislature and the first Democratic officeholder in 
the state to endorse Carter prior to the crucial 1976 Florida 
presidential primary 
On June 16. Carter nominated Tucker to be one of live 
members of the Civil Aeronautics Board, which regulates the 
nation's aviation industry But the Senate Commerce Com 
mittee which must confirm the nomination, took no action on 
it for almost a month 
At the request of Sen Howard W Cannon. D-Nev . chairman 
of the committee s aviation subcommittee, the lull committee 
met in an extraordinary secret session on July 14 lor the sole 
purpose of examining the results of the Federal Bureau ■<( 
Investigation probe of Tucker s background 
When grim-faced committee members emerged from the 
70-minute meeting, they refused to discuss what transpired 
except to announce that they had scheduled a public hearing 
on the Tucker selection for Sept 13 
The Democratic-dominated Senate has quickly and routine 
ly approved almost all of Democrat Carter s previous 
nominations The requisite committee hearings invariably are 
cut-and-dried affairs, seldom lasting more than a tew hours 
Hut the com m ittees highly unusual postponement ol 
hearings for almost tw o months was the tipoll to its resei 
vations about Tucker s integrity, as was a Miam i newspapei 
report several days earlier that Cannon 
has told some ol his 
colleagues privately that he saw enough in the F B I reports to 
make him wonder why the White House is going through with 
the nomination " 
The content of the F B I 
reports remains secret 
but 
numerous investigative stories in Florida's major newspapers 
in recent years raise serious questions about Tucker's ethics 
and conduct 
According to one account a land development partnership 
in which Tucker was a member received preferential treat 
ment in obtaining a $200 000 bank loan in May 1975 while 
Tucker was maneuvering the Florida House into approving a 
previously stalled bill to permit branch banking 
Leading the lobbying for the legislation was the Florida 
Bankers Association, whose president at the time also was 
president of the hank which granted the disputed loan to 
Tucker's group 
Another newspaper story disclosed last autumn that Tuc ker 
had purchased for his new office in the State Capitol a $4 4LN 
desk and matching $4 <102 credenza 
After that revelation 
Tucker almost was defeated in his bid lor reelection b\ an un 
known Republican 
Tucker's current financial statement indicates that he con 
verted to his personal use more than $7u 000 collected at a 
political appreciation dinner" last year 
a practice legal in 
Florida but hardly reflective of the high ethical standards 
Carter repeatedly has insisted upon for all federal officials 
Mem bers ol the W hite House staff who normally are highlv 
loyal to the President already are privately expresssmg 
chagrin about the Tucker selection and are pointedly referring 
to it as "the President's nomination 
to personally repav a 
political debt 
The St Petersburg Tim es one of Florida s most respected 
newspapers 
summed up the case against Tucker in an 
editorial opposing his confirmation 
Tucker has made 
himself a reputation in Tallahassee ithe state capital* as a
